The Congressional Record of January 


28th contains a part of what was said 
in the debate on the Teller resolution. 
In discussing the financial question 
Senator Teller ot Colorado said in 
part: 


" Mr. President, I have shown, I oon- 


f ess, that I am deeply concerned. I do, 
not know but that I may be so low in 
moral intelligence that I do not know 
what is right, bat I'bave tried hard to 
learn. I have given to this question 
years of study that few men have. Be- 
fore'my God and my country men, I 
believe that this ia the great question 
of the age; that the money question 
threatens this peoolo not only with 
danger to the existence of the republic 
but that it involves the enslavement of 
mankind throughout the world. 


"In 1893 I said to my countrymen, 


"you are entering upon an era of in- 
dustrial slavery such as the world has 
never seen." 
Mr. President, it has 


come. It, ia here with all your boasted 
prosperity. You close down the mills 
of New England. You take from the 
laboring man 10,15 and 20 per cent- of 
.his wagea. You beggar him; you de- 
stroy his opportunity; yoo.' make it 
impossible for him to discharge the 
duties of citizenship, and then you tell 
us that all these things may be done, 
that prices may. be lowered, that pro- 
ducts may be kept at a'price that does 
not p.ty for production, and in-the^end 
labor must, stand it all, and yet you 
tell us that you are doing this, that the 
bondholder may' have the bounty—not 
the contracted price, but the bounty—, 
the baneflcenca of the government of 
the United States.' 


"Mr. President, if beneficence is to 


be dealt out, let it be dealt out to the 
men who form the great basis of society. 
Let it be dealt, out to the men who 
maintain the honor and integrity of the 
country. 
Would you look to the bond- 


holder, would you look.-to- the money 
shaver, would you look to the banker 
in the hour of your distress? 


If your flag were assailed, you would 


go to the man with calloused hands, 
for whom the silver dollar is good 
enough and who is willing to take it. 
To that class you go. When the great 
contest between one and another por- 
tion of our country, the- bondholder 
now, the money lender then, said to the 
government, "We will take your secur- 
ities Ht 12 per ceut discount." What, 
did the great body of the American 
people do? Tboy said "we will carry 
your flag, we will fight jour battles, we 
will do all this for §13 a month, and we 
will take our pay in greenbacks worth 
40 cents to the dollar." No New Eng- 
land" man rose then, no New York man 
rose then and- said, "it is dishonest to 
give these soldiers 40-oeht money." 
When they went into the army, the 
greenback dollar Was worth 40 cents. 
They have appealed here again and 
again, by petition and otherwise, that 
we make up to them the depreciation 
of the money they received from us,.a 
mere stipend for the danger that they 
incurred, and, Mr. President, not a 
man in this chamber or in the other 
who holds now -that the honor of the 
government is being destroyed by the 
payment of silver would listen to that 
appeal."

"Subsidiary colas and minor ooins 


may be presented, in sums or multi- 
ple of $20 to the Treasurer of the 
United States or to an assistant treas- 
urer for redemption or exchange into 
lawful money," 


"Gold certiflcatep, bein;; receipts for 


gold i-.oin, are redeemable in such coin 
by the Treasurer and all assistant 
treasurers of the United States1" 


"Silver certificates are.receipts for 


standard silver dollars deposited, and 
are redeemable "in such dollars only." 


"Coin obligations of the Government 


are redeemable in gold coin when gold 
ia demanded, aud is silver when -silver 
IB demanded."

As many of our local gold standard 


men contend that standard silver dol- 
lars, which contain less than fifty 
cents worth of silver at the present 
price of the metal, pass current for 100 
cents because the Government redeems 
the silver dollars in gold, the state- 
ment of such high gold bug authority 
as the Secretary of the Treasury, ought 
to satisfy them that that they are 
wrong. 
A. standard silver dollar is the 


unit of money in the United States. 
The Government declares it to be a 
legal tender for all debts and the Gov- 
ernment will not redeem it- except it is 
tendered in payment of dues.

The Four Footed Friend For Whom B 


City Was Named—Bonun Horses That 
Lived Like Princes—Chargers Who Won 
Renown Amid the Carnage of War. 


It is hard to say with any near ap- 


proach to accuracy how long the horse 
bas been a domesticated animal. We 
can only say that he has been so from 
time immemorial—that is, from the 
earliest times of which we Ijave any 
records. The Assyrian sculptures—and 
they are about the most ancient of -which 
\ve know anything, for some of them 
ire estimated to date from 4200 B. C.— 
contain more representations of eapari- 
coned horses than even men. Still, we 
do not get any examples of favorite 
horses until a long time after this. 


JEven the first examples, indeed, are 


only legendary, for, though there is no 
doubt that Hector of Troy existed, it is 
not improbable that Homer invented 
the names of his three favorite horses, 
Poderge, the cream colored Gelathe and 
the fiery Ethon. But the horse of Alex- 
ander the Great, Bucephalus, is an indi 
vidual as historically real as his master, 
This famous horse was, says Plutarch, 
offered to Philip for 13 talents (about 
£3,518), but he displayed so much vi 
ciousness that Alexander's father was 
about to send him away when the 
young prince offered to tame him. He 
agreed, in the event of failure, to for 
feit the price of the horse and began by 
turning his head to the sun, as he ob- 
served that the horse was frightened at 
his own shadow. In the end he com- 
pletely tamed him—so completely, in- 
deed, that Bnoepbalus, though he would 
permit nobody except Alexander to 
mount him, always knelt down for thai 
purpose to his master. He died at the 
age of 80, and his master bnilt as his 
mausoleum tbc city of Bucephala 


Readers of Macaulay will remembei 


the famous blaok Anster, the horse of 
Merminius, and the dark gray charger 
of Mamilius, whose sudden appearance 
in the city of Tusculum without his 
master brought the news of the defeat 
of the allies at Lake Eegillus Connect 
od with that battle, too, were the horses 
of the great "twin brethren," Castor 
and Pollux, coal blaok, with white legi 
and tails. But those are legendary. No; 
so, however, the well known horse o: 
Caligula, Incitatus. This animal had a 
stable of marble; his stall was of ivory 
his clothing of purple and his halters 
stiff with gems. He had a set of golden 
plates and was presented with a palace 
furniture and slaves complete, in orde: 
that guests invited in his name should 
be properly entertained. 
His diet wa 


the most costly that could be imagined 
the finest grapes that Asia could provid< 
being reserved for him. Verus, another 
Roman emperor about a century later 
treated his horse almost as extravagant 
ly. He fed him with raisins and almond 
with his own hands, and when he died 
erected a statue of gold to him, whii 
all the dignitaries of the empire attend 
ed the funeral. 


As we come to later times, so we ge 


snore examples of favorite horses. Wil 
liara the Conqueror had one which h 
rode at the battle of Hastings, abou 
which almost everything seems to b 
known except his name. He was o 
huge size and was a present from King 
Alfonso of Spain—"such a gift as a 
prince might give and a prince receive ' 
This gallant horse, however, did uo 
survive the battle, for Qyrth, Haiold' 
butcher, "clove him with a bill, and h 
died." Richard I's horse was callei 
Maleck, and was jet black. He boie hi 
master through the holy war and ar 
rived in England before him, In fact 
he survived the king several years. Th 
second Richard, too, had a favorifc 
horse, called Roan Barbary, which wa 
supposed to be the finest horse in Enrop 
at that time, and it was on Roan Bar 
bary that the young king was mountei 
when the incident wherein Wat Tyle 
was stabbed by the mayor of Walwort! 
took place. 


About a century later wo get th 


Wars of the Roses, and in the many 
battles of that civil disturbance a con 
pie of horses played important parts 
These belonged to the great Earl o 
Warwick, tho kingmaker 
His firs 


was Maleck, a beautiful gray, whic! 
he rode at the battle of Towtou. It wa 
this horse whose death turned the for 
tunes of the battle, for Warwick, seeing 
that his men were giving ground, de 
hberately sprang from his favorite hore 
and killed him. Then his men knew 
that the kingmaker was prepared ti 
conquer, but not to fly. They ralhec 
and finally won the battle. 


There were two horses belonging 


highwaymen which were famous in 
their time. One of them belonged t 
the celebrated knight of the road, Pan 
Clifford. He was called Robin and wa 
Irish. In color iron gray, he was ro 
pnted by judges of horseflesh — au 
there were some who were quite as com 
patent to give an opinion, if not mor 
so, as any of the present day—to bo ab 
solntely without blemish and to be sec 
ond to none. Another famous horse, o 
rather mare, was Blaok Bess. Her own 
er, Dick Turpin, or, to give him 
correct name, Nicks, committed a rob 
bery in London at 4 o'clock in tb 
morning, ond, fearing discovery, macl 
for Gravesend, ferried across the rive 
and appeared at the bowling green in 
York the same evening, having accom 
plished his rideof 300miles in 1C hour 
on one horse. At least so says the leg 
end, and this is certain—that on hi 
trial he •was acquitted, the jury consid 
ering it impossible that he could bav 
got to York in the time. —Londoi 
Standard.
